When visitors enter the world’s fair 
grounds next year they will find a Co 
lumbian guard of fifteen hundred men 
to protect them in their wanderings 
about the grounds and buildings. The 
guards will not have the appearance of 
the policemen who travel beats in the 
city of Chicago, but each will be clothed 
in a natty uniform of blue, consisting 
of a braided blouse and trousers, with 
bright red stripes.

WOMEN IN A JELLY PALACE. 


Celifornia Lady Managers’ Novel Feature 
for the Main Building. 

The California woman's board has 
decided to erect a jelly palace in one of 
the main buildings. The plan calls for 
a quaint Gothic structure, and the 
framework will be encircled by strings 
of crystal, while stained glass will form 
the structure proper. There will be 
cither a separate adobe structure out- 

ide or a fanciful booth inside the Cali- 
fornia state building for a souvenir 
stand. 

Archwolovy and ethnology will also 
receive particniar attention in the Ca.i- 
fernia exhibit. The state’s romantic 
period ante-dates the disce wery of gold, 
when the priests and cavaliers of Spain 
battled for supremacy over the descend- 
ants of the Aztecs, and the relics of 
that time have now been completely col- 
lected. Inaddition there will be a state 
banquet under the special management 
of Mrs. Frona Wait. lady manager. who 
originated the plan. It will be set in 
the state building and composed entire- 
ly of California products; not only the 
viands, but the silver, glass, porcelain 
and the table itself. A concession for 
the cafe is already under consideration, 
thas insuring cooking facilities, and 
the cold storage transit will provide 
the arrival of California fruits and food 
of every description perfectly fresh and 
in admirable order. A special commit- 
tee of fifteen is appointed to carry out 
cach of the plans. The chairman of 
each committee is a member of the 
state board, but the remainder of the 
several committees are made up of out- 
Siders, with a view to enlisting the 
general public in the work. A fee of 
one dollar will constitute membership, 
and will contribute to the world’s fair 
fund.

The southern states are planning to 
spend nearly two million doilars upon 
the world’s fair. With this amount the 
interests of the south can be well repre- 
sented, and we are exceedingly glad to 
note that interest is growing in the 
matter throughout the south at such a 
rate that a much larger amount of 
money will probably be raised than is 
new counted upon. There has been 
much delay in commencing work, but 
now that interest has been generally 
awakened there is a very gratifying 
display of activity on all sides. This 
betokens much good to the south, for at 
present there is nothing of such vital 
importance to the south as this great 
exposition. We hope that the plans now 
under consideration will be successfully 
carried out, that a much wider interest 
will be awakened, and that much more 
money will be available for world’s fair 
purposes in the south.

A very sad case of suicide occured Sat- 
urday, Emma Louise Williams, daughter 
of Jos. Williams, 34 Common. street, 
being the victim. Mr. Williams, who is 
a highly respected contractor, was the 
first. to discover his daughter after the 
rash act had been committed. He aruse 
about 7.30 Saturday morning and geing 
to a lime house in the rear of his dwell- 
ing. was horrified to fiat his danghter 
stretched out on the ground, lifeless. 
By herside were two bottles, one of 
which, a two-ounce bottle Isbelled 
“Tinct. Aconite,” was empty, and the 
other, an eight-ounce one, which contain- 
ed bi-chloride of mercury, was partially 
full. 

The city officials were immediately tel- 
ephoned for and Coroner Benson com- 
municated with. The mother of the un- 
fortunate girl is at present visiting in the 
east and Mr. Williams is very adverse to 
having an inquest held, as the motive for 
the rash act is well known. It appears 
that the deceased had been engaged to a 
young man employed by the Bishop of 
tuperts Land, and the marriage was to 
have taken place last May. About two 
days before the marriage, the young min 
in question came inte the city, drew 
some money from the bank and left for 
England, deserting his intended bride 
without aword. This seems to have 
preyed on the young woman's mind and 
caused extreme melancholy and _ last 
night's act was but the sad termination of 
several months’ despondency. 

At what time the deed was committed 
is not known, aa none of the family 
heard the deceased moving about the 
house after she had retired, but from the 


short time. 

The remains were interred at Maple- 
ton, five miles this side of West Selkirk, 
the funeral leaving her father’s residence 
at 10.30 this morning. 

The deceased was about twenty-eight 
years of age and was an active member 
of Christ church. She took a great in- 
terest in church matters and was res- 
pected and loved by all who knew her.

Russell at their warchouse and carriage 
shop. on the corner of 6th street snd 
Princess Ave. 

Here all kinde of blacksmithing, car- 
riage building and general horseshoeing 
is done.

The Telephowe Service. 

A telephone exchange having, it is 
pow thought, about six hundred in- 
struments, will be established in the 
world’s fair grounds. Of this number 
about twenty-five will be toll tele 
phones, which will be distributed con- 
veuiently about the grounds te be used 
by anyone upon payment of a small fee; 
some three hundred will be for exciu- 
sive use by the exposition officials and 
employes: and the remainder will be for 
commercial purposes. The exposition 
will furnish space and other accommo- 
dations for the requirements of the tele- 
phone company for ofiice and service, 
and the company will put in the instru- 
ments free of cost. It is the intention 
of the telephone company to establish 
at the exposition the best exchange in 
the world. Only the most perfect in- 
struments and metallic circuits will be 
used. The long distance copper lines to 
New York will be completed by the 
time the fair opens, and connections 
will be made directly with this line at 
Jackson park, independent of the Chi- 
eago exchange. Thus it is expected 
that through long distance telephones 
exhibitors will be enabled to talk to 
New. York, Boston or Philadelphia with- 
outdifficulty.
